I. Claim 1, drawn to a maize plant transformed with a gene encoding a seed storage 
protein, classified in class 800, subclass 320.1. 

II. Claims 10-32, drawn to a method for transforming maize plants with a nucleic 
acid encoding a Bacillus thuringiensis endotoxin and progeny of a plant so 
obtained, classified in class 800, subclass 279.
